TuK contract for tlio coiistriiet ion of an- 
other important interoceanie highway has 
jiiat been coneludedv It is propo.sed to 
construct another railway in (hiateiiiala, 
to extend from Santa Tomas, on tho At- 
lantic .setiboiiid, to the Pacific ocean, a dis- 
tance of 27r> miluH. The new ridlway is 
to 1)0 ill oper.ati.m in eightc'ii m.niths. 
The scheme was pnstp.)iuul in cimsei|iieiicc 
of the death of President Barries, hut ne- 
gotiations lietwoen rcpreaeiitat ives of 
titiateiiiala and two American contractors, 
Mr. Charles Mackin and Mr. H. Mc- 
(Jreeiy, have been concluded in Now 
York, and tho necossary funds provided. 
It a|ipeara that the goveriiiiieiit of (iuate- 
iiiala, under the jiresideiicy of Dr. Manuel 
Lisandro Rarrellai, is e.'cceedingly anxious 
to take a leading place as a Central Am- 
erican republic. It is the richest coHeu 
country in tho world, and an interoceau 
railway, such aa projected, means a cur- 
tailing of the route to California by over 
'2,000 miles. In renewing iiegotiatioiiH 
for the railway, the governiiient lias made 
some very valuable concessions. Hy the 
terms of the present contract the contract- 
oi s are to receive 50,000 dels, per mile in 
gold hearing goveruinont bonds, 5,000 
dills, in gold per mile, and a grant of 
L'SD.DOO acres of land along tho lino of the 
mail, the route of wliicli the ciintractora 
can select themselves. C)f the bond issue 
O.OOO.OOO ilols. worth are stated to have 
alretidy been assured .if s.ale in I'aris — 
enough to ensure the e.im[)letiiiii of the 
line. Of the land conceded, Generiil 
Qiieialta, who will be in charge of tho 
construction, statei that no less than 30,- 
000 .-icres of it are in rubber trees, and 
the remainder is rich in mahogany, rose- 
wood, and other valuable woods. Last 
year Uuatenudn exported 80,000,000 
pounds of coiteo, and the trade is suscept- 
ible of rapid expansion. 

By TUK present lielgiaii constitution 
the iiieiiiliers of the chaiiiher of deputies 
iiiust lie elected liy citizens of twenty-one 
years of age who liave passed an elemen- 
tary exiuuinatiou and belong to the pro- 
fessional classes or pay .£'1. 13s. (kl. an- 
nually in direct t.axes. I ii conse.pieiice of 
the .di.amher's rejection of the pniposal 
fur obligatory military service, it has just 
liecii pr.iiiiised to revise that jiart of the 
constitiitiun whicli makes this restriction. 
.After a prolongeil and animated debtite, 
t ho motion was rejected by the votes i if 
.^3 clericals against those of 33 liberals and 
two clericals. This is the third time since 
1831 that a pr.i|i.isal t'ur the revision nf the 
constittil ion has heeii made. One nf the 
imist conspicuous of the advocates f.ir .in 
extension of the franchise ple.uleil that il 
would establish democratic eipiality and 
supply .1 siilution of many social prolileins. 
For the iiresent, however, the propostil 
has been negatived. The vote showed 
that, with only two exceptions, the cleri- 
cals and the liberals are luarshalled against 
each .it her. In IH.H4 the libciiils were de- 
feated at the [lolls on tho (question of 
additional taxation and an increase of 
30,000 in tho army. Against this policy 
the clericals have steadily set their faces, 
and the Very decided defeat wliicli their 
.iiitag.inists liave now ruceived may per 
li;i|is indiii-e them to change tlieir tactics.

Till' Case of llir lliHiililii'arniiei' of llie Cllliliilli 
luiil Crew of llie ".Seiililril." 

Ill Cie |iroviiicial court yesterday, he- 
fore ,M r, ICilwiii .loliiisoii, ,S. M., tjiiaek- 
laskuni, an Indian, u.ia charged with 
murdering Henry iMooie ami the crew of 
tho achooner Soabird. 

Su|)l. Roycraft appeared for Ihe proae- 
enlion and referred to a number of poiiiLi 
conneeled wilh Ihe inui'dur, The Indian 
was charged with niurdoriiig lleiiry 
Mooru and two other wliite men near 
I.'apo Mudgo. The Soabird, the achooner 
on which Moore and others were, called 
at Mr. .McNolieraiiey'H aloro near Cape 
Mudge on .lime D.'lKHti. All tracea of 
the vessel were lost after this, and tin' au- 
periiiteiideiil proceeded towards Capo 
Mudge, where three liidiiiii witiiesHes 
were diacovered. One witness saw the 
priHoiier breaking iiii a aoliooiier in Blen- 
l.insop Bay, The iirisnner had told a wit- 
111 as that he had killed tho crew and ped- 
illeil the whisky. The ciim|i was found 
by the police and also the remains of iho 
achooner, which was oovered over with 
largo trees. The roiiiains of the men had 
not been found, although an Indian had 
atated tliat ho saw two akuUs on the 
liiiiikH of a river. More evidence Would 
he forthcoming, Mra. Agnes Sinipaon 
was swuru iitLerj>i'eter. 



Jamds MoNerhaney, sworn — Lived near 
Ciipo Mudgo; tho Suabird called at lay 
pluco on;;J lino !)th,188();I inten iuwed Capt. 
VVella arid was nitroduced to his partner; 
the captain told mo Henry Moore was 
pilot on tho achooner; 1 purchased some 
shingles and whisky from tho captain; 
the prisoner stated to iiie this iiiorning in 
the proaonou of the suporintondout that 
there were a iiiinibur of Indiana jiroaent 
at the niasaiicre; a son of Macmooa, a 
prisoner, and a witnuas named Nackamal- 
is shot all three of the crow ; the white 
man tired on tho Indians first; the Indian 
Nackauialis then lirod and killed tho three 
wliitos and took tho schooner and towed 
hor into tho river; tho prisoner said ho 
became sick at heart anil shed tears; that 
was all the prisoner knew about it; ho 
«aid tlioru wore three men on the achoon- 
er; tho witness saw throe men belonging 
to the aohuouer; the captain was an Am- 
erican, the partner a German; I aaw 
Henry Mooro on . tho achooner; did not 
go on board tho schooner but know 
Mooro. 

Nakaklaa, a Matlipi Indian, sworn.- 1 
aaw l^luaklaskuui cutting iiji a piece of a 
schooner nearly opposite Sahnon river. 
1 was hunting deer and my daughter waa 
in the canoe with iiio. 1 aaw only two 
Indians, the two prisoners: it waa about a 
year ago. I did not apeak to priBoneia, 
but went home, and aaw smoke ariaiiig 
from the beach. I saw prisimor ue.xt 
morning when ho asked wliethor 1 aaw 
him on the achooner, and he told me to 
Bay nothing about it; prisoner proiiiised 
mc SoO if I aaid nothing. (^Uiiiklaskuiii 
told witness that there were three men on 
tho schooner and they were all killed; one 
was shot ; 1 III' others were killed with an 
axe; they were killed in the morning; 
(,)uaklaskum aaid tiloy killed the white 
men one ilay and chopped tho schouuer 
next day; two of the white nioii hiul been 
drink ing and were half tight; one while 
man bad i iily oni^ iiiiii and none were 
very tall; about Christinas the prisoners 
had whiskey, tobacco and augar; tho pria- 
oiiers burnt the bodiea in the schoimor; 
when prisoner said he would not give mo 
$M, I said I would tell on liim. 

.■\fter rooeas Nakiiklas was recalled. Ho 
al.iled thai the ])riaoiior (^)iiakliiakinii told 
wiliiess that he killeil the ciew; ho said 
there iiaa only two pieaeiit, one of them 
was MaeiiiooH; after killing the men |U'i- 
aoiier went to Fraaer river. When wit- 
ness saw the aclioonor a tiro waa burning 
and iiiecea of the schooner wore on fire; 
the reason why witnosH jumped off tho 
steamer waa hecaiiae he was afraid of OHi- 
cer Flewiii. 

Qiiinipialohokwah, daughter of the pre- 
ceding witneaa, swoiii — •Reineiiiber going 
with her father, oyer a year ago, on a 
luintiiig expedition;, saw a schooner in a 
bay and no one on board; saw the prisoner 
tjiiakluakem, and Macnioos cutting up 
the schooner; after |iasaiii'g the aelnKiner 
aaw auioke; priaoiier |)roinised them ^ol) 
if they said nothing about the achooner; 
prisoner had two ritlea, tobacco, dress 
goods, sugar and some bank notes. Quak- 
luakem told uilnesa that '.hey killed three 
men beloir^iii'.; to t he schooner; one was 
shot and two killed with all axe. 

Mrs. Henry ,Moore, wife of one id the 
viclims, lileiitilied a [lair of socks and a 
shirt which bulongod to liur huaband.

SENATOR JOHN SCHULTZ. 

&. Warm Friend of British CoItunUtt In- the 
Days Gone By. 

Senator John Schultz, of Winnipeg, 
who ia at present a guest at Government 
House, has always been a warm friend of 
British Columbia, of which he gave many 
ovideiicea when in parliament. In a dis- 
ciisaioii on tho oatiniatos during tho Mac- 
koiizio rcijivie an amondmont was offered 
by a iiieniber, acoking either to reduce or 
wijio out the aiiiount.s aut down for this 
province, of which tho grita did not then 
have ao much love as they now profess 
to hold. On that occasion Senator Schultz 
made the following admirable defence 
against the onslaught made by various 
members on this province; 

"Dr. Schult/. said thataa tho diacuaaion 
had been so long and exiiauativo he would 
only ask tho indulgence of tho licaiae long 
enough to enter liia protest against tho 
mannor in which tho woatorn provinces 
had been treated by many of the aiip- 
portors of the auioiidmeiit. One would 
think from the tone of the homu'able geii- 
tloiiien that the propoaeil e.xiienditure 
waa to bo utterly unproductive of good 
result, either in tho devolopinont of thia 
western region or of lasting good to the 
Dominion at largo. They seem to have 
forgotten that tho largest, the most pro- 
ductive, and, in the near fiituro, tho most 
popuhiiis part of 'thia Canad i of oura' 
lies beyond the woatorn limit (d tho pro- 
vince of Ontario, west even of the pio 
viiico, a [lortion of which ho (Dr. Scliultv.) 
had the lienor of representing in this 
hiniae. It would seem that in tho grub- 
bing of I Intario atiimps and the ensuring 
of eaal-coaat lobsters il. is apt t.i lie for- 
gottuii that west of the narrow 
liold of petty jirovincial jealousies 
wo have a Mist empire, rich eiiongli 
ill agriculture and mineral reaourcoa to 
siipiioit a population of a hundred mil- 
lions. Had it ceased to bo true that tho 
trend of empire ia woatward '. or, if true, 
waa ita progreaa to be haired by the 
Rocky Moiiiitaiiia I'.y what right did 
honorable gontlemen sneer ail he small 
population of British Columbia, and jeer 
at her represent.'itives in this house for 
their manly endeavors in hor behalf t Had 
it not heou shown that man for man the 
lioimlation of this luovinee lia\ e contrib- 
uted mole to t he sujiport of llic geii'-ral 
government than any otbei ;* Have they 
not waited for the fuHilmoiit uf the con- 
ditions of union with a patience all the 
more admirable for tho niiitterings which 
showed tho forbearance to be one of loyal 
patriotism rather than inditreroneo '. By 
what riglil, then, do we exclude llieae 
t raiiaiiioiitaiie C.iiiadiaiia from our a^ iii- 
pathy and atl'ect to hjok iijion them as a 
semi-foreign element, more intent upon 
rilling the (lublic purse than of aiding 
the common weaW Mo was afraid that 
wo were all apt to fuiget that wliile 
jioliticid l'>ritiali Columbia was bounded 
on the west by the Rocky Mountains, 
yot that physical and conniiorcial Britiah 
Colimihia had for ita eaatorn boundaries 
the one-hundredth degree of longitude, 
and that between that point and the 
i'acilie ocean there is more wealth of 
arable land, of limber, of iron, coal, and 
the precious metals llian in the whole of 
the rest of the Dominion. They who 
live in the east forgot that our iiiagnili 
cent prairie country west of tho one liuii 
dledlli degree ia all tributary to tho west 
ooaat, niid that through some rocky pass 
and over the poi liiois of the Canada Pa- 
eilie railroad, now so seieiely criticized, 
its wheat niiiat lind its May to the sea, 
and hy the aea to its natural market. 
He, .Mr. .^sehiilt',, had, in the ton yeara 
ho had been in parliament, seen the fill- 
tilmeiit cif many of Ida preilictiona re- 
garding the |irovinco of .Manitoba, and 
be now ventured Iho prediction regard- 
ing the province of British Columbia. 
That, if, in the ten yeara to come, we 
make an honest eilort to fultil what 
wo fairly may of the obligations sol- 
eiiiiily enl ereil upon oii her union with 
us, thai jiidviiice ui'iild loiit rilnil e more 
to the iiiati;rial we'dl h of the ilomiliioii, 
more to tho support of the government, 
than any of those who now occupied ihe 
front rank of the union. She waa iiu 
dowerleas bride, this iair Pacific pro- 
vince: she brought a wealth of re- 
aoiirccs specially valuable lo the rich 
but treeless i egioii on I he ea.st , and even 
if ber rocky ranges, ao coiiiinoiiteil upon 
here, did ii'it contain vast mines of yel 
iindoveloped wealth, she still was neeos- 
sary aa an outlet for the greatent contiiiu 
ous extent of wheal growing lands the 
World lias seen, which would he useless to 
us but I hat II feasible line of rail May baa 
been found to the aea. He, iMr. .Schult/., 
would Vole against the auiciidment, bo- 
cause ho believed the expenditure to bo 
necesaary, because the national honor was 
involved in the attem])t at Rome ineaHiire 
at least of (uir undertaking with British 
Columbia, because ho felt that this branch 
of our great public work would be as prof- 
itable from its coiiimencemont as other 
det ached portions of the national line,anil 
heeaii.ie I Ilia mucli-belied, patient, long- 
sull'ei in;; |iroviiic« was for well or for ill 
a part and parcel of thia great Dominion; 
and if nature, as if wearied with the iiion- 
otony of the prairie, haa here thi'Mwii 
earth's surface into fantastic forms, slio 
has still, aa if forecasting the part this 
)Udvinee was to play in the economy of 
this Dominion, provided tliuso low pasaos 
and natural conditions which allow thu 
easy curves and low gradienta of our gi-eat 
mil ional niilway to the western aea."
